If the clinic were located in 
Placentia, a possible site would be 
on Melrose Street, immediately 
north of the Chester I. Whitten 
Community Center building, City 
Administrator Edwin Powell stated 
this week. The site is now occupied 
by the city’s construction yard and 
has been designated as a possible 
location for another Placentia Fire 
Station. The construction yard is 
programmed to be moved to a new 
location donated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Backs. 

Acreage required for the clinic, 
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which could provide aroung 30,000 
patient visits a year, or the 
equivalent work load of four or five 
doctors, is between one and a half to 
two acres, Dr. Van den Noort 
described. The area by the Whitten 
Center with a small parcel from 
McFadden Park would be sufficient, 
Powell estimated. 

The Whitten site also is in easy 
access of freeways, an important 
consideration in the UCI Medical 
School planning, Powell stated. 

Equally desirous of securing the 
facility are the cities of Anaheim and 


Fullerton, both of whom have 
located property for it, Dr. Van den 
Noort indicated. 

The clinic would be one of five 
principal facilities, along with 
smalier rural clinics, to provide 
service for all of Orange County. 

Another factor in the selection will 
be the numbers of disadvantaged 
families that may be in easy access 
to the clinic site. 

“Our opportinities to do this 
depend, of course on the continuing 
of state funding,’’ Dr. Van den Noort 
told the city council, ‘‘and I’m

Patients who 
require more complex services 
would be referred to the UCI campus 
medical center ‘‘in which a full 
range of special and complex 
diagnostic services would be 
available without moving from one

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Trash Trucks On 


Uncollected trash lined Placentia 
streets Tuesday as members of 
Teamsters Union Local 396 called a 
county-wide strike for higher 
pay...the first in 11 years. 

Raul Rangel, Vice President of 
Jaycox Disposal Service, Anaheim, 
which services the Placentia area 
said that the company’s trucks were 
still in operation in the field, manned 
by administrative personnel. Pick- 
ups are running a day late but will be 
made, he emphasized. 

Large commercial bins have a 
number one priority, and homes will 
be serviced next, he indicated. 

Members of the union last week 
voted overwhelmingly for the strike 
officials indicated, after rejection of 
their original proposal of accelerated 
wage increases over a three year 
period would have given them an 
hourly wage of $11. Company 
owners firmly declined. 

“IT told them it was a ridiculous 


proposal,"’ Gene Raasch, Los 
Angeles president of the local union 
reported, but said that the men 
“really believed they could get it.”’ 

Wages now are $3.28 an hour for 
drivers and $3.02 an hour for 
helpers. The union is now seeking $4 
an hour for drivers with two 50 cent 
increases a year for the next two 
years. Helpers also would receive 
$1.72 increase over the three year 
period. 

“They struck for only one 
thing...more money,'’ Raasch con- 
firmed this week. ‘‘They need 
enough money to be able to feed 
their families.” 

Rangel said his office is being 
picketed and that his company has 
made “‘a last and final offer of $3.75 
an hour, and that’s a decent wage."’ 
He pointed out that the increase in 
wages would have to be passed onto 
the consumer.

Patients with more _ serious 
problems could elect to be 
hospitalized in the community 
where they reside or at the hospital 
on the Irvine campus. 

The Placentia-Anaheim-Fullerton 
area has an overall population of 
possibly 125,000 people, Dr. Van 
den Noort said, ‘‘and nearly 18,000 
fall into the category where the 
ability to pay for medical services is 
frequently impaired,’’ he explained. 
‘*‘A five per cent minority also is 
indicated in the area.’’ 

‘‘California imports nearly three- 
quarters of its medical talent at the 
present time...and it has been 
suggested that we will continue to 
import nearly two-thirds of our 
medical talent. 

“It has been suggested that in a 
world where nearly one-third of the 
population is born, lives, and dies 
without ever seeing a physician, that 
this is perhaps not the best way to 
go,’ Dr. Van den Noort em- 
phasized. 


“The expansion of the medical 
student program will allow us to 
increase our enrollment from 280 to 
384 and it is possible that the 
number will actually be larger. 

**The desirable location within the 
clinic area of Anaheim, Placentia 
and Fullerton remains to be 
identified,"’ Dr. Van den Noort 
continued. ‘‘Some locations have 
been considered, none has been 
selected. Nor has the surety of 
funding for the development of such 
a clinic been certified. 

‘The other cities in the area are 
also interested in this project and 
that we would like to bring to your 
attention,’’ the doctor continued. 

“These clinics would not be 
staffed on a 24-hour a day basis, 
seven days a week, as their volume 
would not require it. There is not 
enough load after 8 o'clock to 
warrant staffing after those hours, 
Dr. Van den Noort concluded.

sandy and liable to flood and open to: : 


all the winds of Heaven,’’ the book 
reveals. 

Piacenza's first years were hectic, 
a site of many wars and seiges. One 
of its landmarks is a Cathedral 
constructed in 1122 A.D. and 
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restored in 1898. The city also has 
the Palazzo Municipale, started in 


1281 and considered by some to be 
the ‘‘finest civic building in all of 
Italy.’’ 

In the town square are bronze 
equestrian statues, vintage 1620 to 
1625 of dukes Alessandro and 
Ranuccio. 

‘‘Many parts of the city are still 
surrounded by walls,’’ the Michel 
book continues, ‘‘which at one time 
served to protect the city from 
aggressive neighbors....Although 
much of Piacenza was damaged by 
Allied bombers during World War 
II, most of the historical monuments 
and structures were spared or 
suffered only minor damage.’’ 

Piacenza today is reported to have 
“the best food in Italy’’ and is an 
important agricultural, commercial 
and industrial center with a large 
population.

session: ‘I do want to say how much 
we all regret the circumstances 
surrounding this resignation. Dur- 
ing his term in office, Don has had to 
make a lot of major decisions and 
there is no doubt in my mind that the 
decision he has made tonight far 
surpassed any of the others.’’ 

Symmes said that the council had 
urged him to reconsider his 
resignation which he had hand 
delivered to Brea City Hall on 
Thursday. 

In a written statement, Symmes 
declared that the resignation was his 
own.idea and was not requested by 
the city council. ' 

“I am not required by law to 
resign nor am I bound at this time by 
statements concerning possible 
resignations. This resignation is not 
an admission of guilt of an intent to 
steal nor of stealing anything at any 
time.”’

about a day late. ‘‘Thursday we 
should be caught up,”’ he outlined. 


‘We hope people will be patient. I’ll 
probably be on a truck myself 
tomorrow.”’ 

Raasch said union members were 
firm in their last demand in turning 
down the employers’ proposal. 
“‘The vote to strike was 308 to 2,”’ he 
reported. 


The strike involves 12 disposal 
companies operating in Orange 
County and covers most of the area. 


Raasch said he believes the outcome 
of the settlement will be determined 
“‘by how much pressure there is 


from homeowners.” 

Rangel said the employers believe 
that ‘‘a 1S per cent wage increase is 
adequate.”’ 

Additional raises for the next two 
years would be 20 cents each year, 
Raasch stated. 

Neither side has any firm plans for 
further discussion at this time, both 
revealed, each stating they believed 


the impasse was complete. 


The strike began Monday 
morning. Homeowners were ad- 
vised to leave their trash at the curb 
until it can be picked up, Rangel 
suggested. 


‘‘l am tired and depressed,’’ the 
statement continued, ‘‘and do not 
feel that I can maintain the pace 
demanded by council work and all 
other necessary things at this time. I 
feel I must keep my word to do those 
things I think are best for all the 
citizens of Brea, for my family and 
my friends.’’ 

“In the past two days,’’ the 
former councilman stated, ‘‘many 
citizens have urged me to continue 
on as their city councilman. I 
promise that I will give serious 
consideration to running in the next 
election if the citizens want me as a 
candidate.”’ 

In his previous letter of 
resignation, Symmes had explained: 
“I have recently been arrested, 
charged and convicted of petty theft 
consisting of the stealing of a 
woman’s coat from J.C. Penneys on 
December 23, 1974. The only issue 
in the matter was the intent of the 
undersigned...I know I had no intent 
to steal the coat.’’ 

**My resignation is brought about 
because of my love for the city of 
Brea and all of its inhabitants. I do 
not want the stigma of my conviction 
to adversely effect the city or the 
community. I do not want to 
embarrass my fellow councilmen or 
the community. 

“‘T leave you in this condition: I am 
humiliated, embarrassed and totally 
depressed. I stand ready to face the 
judge on the day of sentencing and 
will accept any punishment he may 
deem proper.”’ 

“There is no punishment he can 
render that will equal the 
punishment this has already put on 
my family.’’ 

Sentencing before Judge Phillip 
R. McGraw is scheduled for 
Thursday and could carry a 
maximum sentence of six months in 
county jail and a maximum fine of 
$500. 


Symmes was obviously moved by 
the resignation and when the Brea 
council returned from executive 
session, seated himself in the back 
of the room, not joining them on the 
dais.

RAMONA PAGEANT 


Once again it is spring 
and once again the people of 
San Jacinto and Hemet 
have combined their efforts 
to produce ;the beautiful 
Ramona Pageant. There 
will be four more perfor- 
mances, April 26, 27, and 
May 3 and 4. There are a 
few tickets available, but 
you should call ahead for 
reservations. 


Since 1923, this outdoor 
play has been a community 
enterprise which is so 
unigue and colorful that it 
has enjoyed continued 
success. The Ramona Bowl 
is a semi-circular stadium, 
with a seating capacity of 
6,662, in the hills above 
Hemet. Nature provides the 
stage with a backdrop of 
hills, dirt paths, cactus, and 
birds whose songs in flight 
accentuate the natural 
setting. 


Ramona is a love story 
written by Helen Hunt 
Jackson, published in 1884, 
which depicts some of the 
injustices that Indians 
suffered during the settling 
of the frontier. It is believed 
that the story is basically 
factual and there is

evidence from several 
sources about incidents in 
the book. Ramona died in 
this valley in 1924 and her 
grave is at the Cahuilla 
Indian Reservation. Mrs. 
Jackson felt strongly about 
the cause to improve the 
plight of the American 
Indian and has also written 
“‘A Century of Dishonor’’ 
and ‘‘report on the 
Conditions and Needs of 
Mission Indians’’. 

There are three acts to 
the play, and the colorful 
costumes and _ nature’s 
“‘props’’ of boulders and 
paths on the hillside are 
dramatically used through- 
out the play to heighten the 
action. There is’ a perma- 
nent replica of the original 
ranch house used in the 
story and an Indian hut. 

As the play opens, the 
cast of nearly 350 players, 
drawn mostly from local 
residents, approach in a 
singing procession. Ramo- 
na is played by Susan Carol 
Hunter, a graduate of the 
Los Angeles Civic Light 
Opera Workshop. Alessan- 
dro is brought to life by 
Frank Sorell, a professional 
singer-actor, who has per- 
formed around the world. 

As you sit and listen to 
the mariachis and look to 
the left and see the

snow-capped mountains, it 
is easy to feel a part of the 
drama and understand the 


Indians’ love for the land 
and their need to feel free. 

There are several memor- 
able scenes in the play but 
the most spectacular was 


the Indian fiesta held in 
honor of the christening of 
Ramona and Alessandro’s 
baby girl in Act Two. Over 
fifty braves appeared on the 
hillside (from behind rocks) 
as the Chief, dressed in 
white and with full head 
dress, chanted from the 
hilltop. Curt Nations, Art 
Director at NBC, super- 
vised the authentic Cahuilla 
ceremony. Several cere- 
monial dances were per- 
formed during this episode 
which received enthusiastic 
applause. The cast received 
a standing ovation at the 
conciusion of the play. 


It is well worth the 65 mile 
drive from Placentia to see 
Ramona. A word of advice 
for comfort, bring a cushion 
to sit upon, a sun hat and a 
sweater for the afternoon 
breeze. Binoculars are 
helpful, but not necessary. 
There is a small museum to 
visit and a photo area with a 
good vantage point to 
capture the strikingly beau- 
tiful scenes of the pageant.

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After School 


Reading Lab 


While most students are 
enjoying after-school activ- 
ities, a small group of junior 
high students in the 
Placentia Unified School 
District are putting in their 


busiest school hours learn- 
ing to read. 
In a new _ program 


developed by the staff at 
Kraemer Junior High, 
students may come on a 
voluntary basis to a 
well-stocked’ reading lab 
twice a week for a 
concentrated hour of work 
to improve reading skills. 

Students from all three 
district junior high schools-- 
Bernardo Yorba, Kraemer 
and Tuffree-- are participa- 
ting in the program with 
Kraemer reading specialist 
Debbie Mercier. 

“We're hoping to get 
parents involved in the 
program along with their 
children’’, Mrs. Mercier 
said. ‘‘We do things in the 
lab that can be carried over 
to the home. I’m interested 
in parent education as 
well.”’ 

The program is designed 
to help students who are 
underachieving, reading at 
least 2'2 years below grade 
level, and who are not 
already enrolled in a regular 


reading lab or _ special 
education program. 
Only those _ students 


whose parents are willing to 
provide transportation and 
work with their children and 
the reading specialist are 
accepted. 

‘*Arrangements for par- 


} 
ent activity in the lab are 
made on an_ individual 
basis, so that each parent's 
contribution can be a 
rewarding experience rath- 
er than a threat or a 


burden,’’ explained Krae- 
mer principal Richard 
Owens. 


When students come into 
the lab at 3:15 on Tuesday 
and Thursday afternoons, 
they are permitted to 
explore the available mater- 
ials and machines and given 
appropriate materials to 
work with. 

“The idea is to help 
students achieve success in 
their reading experiences”’, 
Mrs. Mercier said. ‘‘Most 
of them already realize the 
importance of being able to 
read and place enough 
value on the skill to take 
their time to be here.”’ 

The approach to each 
student is highly individual- 
ized, and each student is 
given help in areas of 
greatest need. 

Paulette Hall, a parent of 
Yorba student Ron Hall, is 


enthusiastic about the 
program. 

“If Ron can learn to like 
reading, it will be an 


accomplishment I’ve never 
been able to achieve,’’ she 
said. ‘‘It’s so important to 
him, so it’s important to 
me.”’ 


‘*Most students enjoy the 
reading lab,’’ Mrs. Mercier 
explained. ‘‘It’s a treat for 
them to come.

Surge In Home Buying Reported 


Americans are starting to 
buy homes again, according 
to a report by local realtors. 
After 18 months of steady 
decline in which the U.S. 
real estate industry saw 
some of its darkest days 
since the 1930's, real estate 
offices are beginning to 
buzz with activity. 

According to the recent 
report, mortgage money is 
available and beginning to 
flow. Interest rates are 
dropping. The steadily 
growing prices of homes are 


leveling off in most 
areas--and people are buy- 
ing. 

The surge in buying 


comes despite the fact that 
construction costs have 
gone up as much as 50 per 
cent over the last five or six 
years. Overall building 
material costs have increas- 
ed anywhere from 10 to 30 
per cent since November of 
1973. 

The VA approved 106,000 
GI home loans during the 
first four months of fiscal 


year 1975, a 5.4 percent 
increase over the same 
period in fiscal year 1974. 

The new $2,000, or 5%, 
tax credit on the purchase of 
a new’ house’ which 
President Ford signed into 
law will be a further 
stimulus and result in 
increased sales for 1975. 

The homebuilding indus- 
try now stands a better 
chance of finding buyers for 
the some 408,000 unsold 
new homes now on the 
market. 


The new tax bill is 
expected to have its biggest 
impact on buyers of 
lower-priced homes--those 
under $40,000--who until 
now have not‘*come for- 
ward"’ to take advantage of 
the now available mortgage 
money as have buyers of 
higher-priced homes. 

A report by F. Allen 
Graham, president of Mort- 
gage Bankers Association 
of Michigan, says that there 
will be more dollars 
available for financing a 


home this year than last, 
although the commercial 
banks will be working with 
mortgages less and less, 

“I look for some real 
aggressive mortgage ef- 
forts from the savings 
institutions in the months 
ahead,’’ Graham noted, 
“actually, right now, there 
is an ample supply of funds 
available through lenders 
with commitments from the 
Federal Home Loan Mort- 
gage Corp., the Federal 
National Mortgage Associa- 
tion and the Government 
National Mortgage Associa- 
tion."

ORDINANCE NO. 75-0-105 
NOISE CONTROL ORDINANCE 
CITY OF PLACENTIA, CALIFORNIA 
AN ORDINANCE ADDING CHAPTER 23.76 TO TITLE 
23 OF THE MUNICIPAL CODE OF THE CITY OF 
PLACENTIA, CALIFORNIA. 

The City Council of the City of Placentia does hereby ordain as follows: 
a 23.76 is hereby added to Title 23 of the City Municipal Code to read as 
NOISE CONTROL 
CHAPTER 23.76 

Sec. 1. Declaration of Policy. 

In order to control unnecessary, excessive and annoying sounds emanating from 
incorporated areas of the City, it is hereby declared to be the Policy of the City to 
Prohibit such sounds generated from all sources as Specified in this Chapter. 

It is determined that certain noise levels are detrimental to the public health, 
welfare and safety and contrary to public interest, therefore, the City Council does 
ordain and declare that creating, maintaining, causing or allowing to create, 
maintain or cause any noise in a manner prohibited by or not in conformity with the 
provisions of this Chapter, is a public nuisance and shall be punishable as such. 
Sec. 2. Definitions. 

The following words, phrases and terms as used in this Chapter shail have the 
meaning as indicated below: 

AMBIENT NOISE LEVEL shail mean the all-encompassing noise level associated 
with a given environment, being a composite of sounds from all sources, excluding 
the alleged offensive noise, at the location and approximate time at which a 
comparison with the alleged offensive noise is to be made. 

COMMERCIAL PROPERTY shall mean a parcel of real property which is zoned 
for or developed and used either in part or in whole for commercial Purposes 
including but not limited to retail and wholesale businesses and professional offices. 

CUMULATIVE PERIOD shall mean an additive period of time composed of 
individual time segments which may be continuous or interrupted. 

DECIBEL (db) shall mean a unit which denotes the ratio between two (2) 
quantities which are proportional to power: the number of decibels corresponding to 
the ratio of two (2) amounts of power is ten (10) times the logarithm to the base ten 
(10) of this ratio. 

OWELLING UNIT shall mean a single unit providing complete independent 
living facilities for one or more persons including permanent provisions for living, 
sleeping, eating, cooking and sanitation. 

EMERGENCY MACHINERY, VEHICLE OR WORK shall mean any machinery, 
vehicle or work used, employed or performed in an effort to Protect, provide or 
restore safe conditions in the community or for the citizenry, or work by private or 
public utilities when restoring utility service. 

FIXED NOISE SOURCE shall mean a Stationary device which creates sounds 
while fixed or motionless including but not limited to industrial and commercial 
machinery and equipment, pumps, fans, compressors, generators, air conditioners 
and refrigeration equipment. 

GRADING shall mean any excavating or filling of earth material, or any 
combination thereof, conducted at a site to prepare said site for construction or other 
improvements thereon. 

IMPACT NOISE shall mean the noise produced by the collision of one mass in 
motion with a second mass which may be either in motion or at rest. 

INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY shall mean a parcel of real property which is zoned for 
or developed and used either in part or in whole for manufacturing purposes. 

MOBILE NOISE SOURCE shal! mean any noise source other than a fixed noise 
source. 

NOISE LEVEL shail mean the ‘‘A’’ weighted sound pressure level in decibels 
obtained by using a sound level meter at slow response with a reference pressure of 
20 micronewtons per square meter. The unit of measurement shall be designated as 
dB(A). 

NOISE VARIANCE BOARD shall mean an administrative board of five (5) 
members appointed by the city council of the City of Placentia. 

PERSON shall mean a person, firm, association, copartnership, joint venture, 
corporation of any entity, public or private in nature. 

RESIDENTIAL PROPERTY shall mean a parcel of real property which is 
developed and used either in part or in whole for residential purposes, other than 
transient uses such as hotels and motels. 

SIMPLE TONE NOISE shall mean a noise characterized by a predominc.it 
frequency or frequencies so that other frequencies cannot be readily distinguished. 

SOUND LEVEL METER shall mean an instrument meeting American National 
Standard Institute's Standard $1.4-1971 for Type 1 or Type 2 sound level meters or 
an instrument and the associated recording and analyzing equipment which will 
provide equivalent data. 

SOUND PRESSURE LEVEL of a sound, in decibels, shall mean twenty (29) times 
the logarithm to the base ten (10) of the ratio of the pressure of the sound to a 
reference pressure, which reference pressure shall be explicitly stated. 

Sec. 3. Noise Level Measurement Criteria. 

Any noise level measurements made pursuant to the provisions of this Chapter 
shall be performed using a sound level meter as defined in Section 2. 
Sec. 4. Designated Noise Zones 

The properties hereinafter described, whether incorporated or unincorporated, 
are hereby assigned to the following noise zones: 


Noise Zone 1 All residential property. 
Noise Zone 2 All commercial property. 
Noise Zone 3 All industrial property. 


Sec. 5. Exterior Noise Standards 
(a) The following noise standards, unless otherwise specifically indicated, shall 
apply to al! real property within a designated noise zone: 


NOISE STANDARDS 
Noise Zone Noise Level Time Period 
7 55 dB(A) 7:00 a.m. - 10:00 p.m. 
50 dB(A) 10:00 p.m. -7:00a.m. 
2 65 dB(A) Anytime 
3 70 dB(A) Anytime 


In the event the alleged offensive noise consists entirely of impact noise, simple tone 
noise, speech, music, or any combination thereof, each of the above noise levels 
shall be reduced by 5 dB(A). 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person at any location within the incorporated area 
of the City to create any noise, or to allow the creation of any noise on property 
owned, leased, occupied, or otherwise controlled by such person, when the 
foregoing causes the noise level, when measured on any other residential, 
commercial, or industrial property, either incorporated or unincorporated to 
exceed: 


(1) The noise standard for a cumulative period of more than thirty (30) minutes in 


any hour; or 

(2) The noise standard plus 5 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than fifteen 
(15) minutes in any hour; or 

(3) The noise standard plus 10 dB(A) for a cumuiative period of more than five (5) 
minutes in any hour; or 

(4) The noise standard pius 15 dB(A) for a cumulative period of more than one 
minute in any hour; or 

(5) The noise standard plus 20 dB(A) for any period of time. 

(c) In the event the ambient noise level exceeds any of the first four (4) noise limit 
categories above, the cumulative period applicable to said category shall be 
increased to reflect said ambient noise level. In the event the ambient noise level 
exceeds the fifth noise limit category, the maximum allowable noise level under said 
category shall be increased to reflect the maximum ambient noise level. 

(d) In the event that the noise source and the affected property are within different 
Noise Zones, the noise standard applicable to the affected property shall apply. 
Sec. 6. Interior Noise Standards 

(a) The following interior noise standards, unless otherwise specifically 
indicated, shall apply to all residential property within a designated noise zone: 

INTERIOR NOISE STANDARDS 


Noise Zone Noise Level Time Period 
1 55 dB(A) 7:00 a.m. - 10:00 p.m. 
45 dB(A) 10:00 p.m. -7:00a.m. 


In the event the alleged offensive noise consists entirely of impact noise, simple tone 
noise, speech, music, or any combination thereof, each of the above noise levels 
shall be reduced by 5 dB(A). 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person at any location within the incorporated area 
of the City to create any noise, or to allow the creation of any noise on property 
owned, leased, occupied, or otherwise controlled by such person, when the 
foregoing causes the noise level when measured within any other dwelling unit on 
any residential property, either incorporated or unincorporated, to exceed: 

(1) The interior noise standard for a cumulative period of more than five (5) 
minutes in any hour; or 

(2) The interior noise standard plus five (5) dB(A) for a cumulative period of more 
than one (1) minute in any hour; or 

(3) The interior noise standard pius ten (10) dB(A) for any period of time. 

(c) In the event the ambient noise level exceeds either of the first two noise limit 
categories above, the cumulative period applicable to said category shail be 
increased to reflect said ambient noise level. In the event the ambient noise level 
exceeds the third noise limit category, the maximum allowable noise level under 
said category shall be increased to reflect the maximum ambient noise level. 
Sec. 7. Activities - Special Provision. 

The following activities shall be exempted from the provisions of this Chapter: 

(a) Regularly scheduled schoo! bands, school athletic and school entertainment 
events between the hours of 8:45 a.m. and 11:00 p.m., provided a parade permit is 
also required for band activities on city streets from the police department, applying 
the standards of Placentia Municipal Code Section 13.60.010 - 13.60.030 

(b) Outdoor gatherings, including outdoor public dances and outdoor 
entertainment events, provided said events are conducted pursuant to an Activity 
Permit issued by the City Recreation Division pursuant to Title 6, Chapters 6.52 and 
5.56 of the City Municipal Code and are limited to between the hours of 9:30 a.m. 
and 11:00 p.m. - 

(c) Regularly scheduled activities conducted on public parks, public playgrounds, 
and public or private school grounds. However, the use of public address or 
amplified music systems is not permitted to exceed the exterior Noise Standard of 
adjacent property at the property line. i 

(d) Any mechanical device, apparatus or equipment used, related to or connected 
with emergency machinery, vehicle or work. 

(e) Noise sources associated with construction, repair, remodeling, or grading of 
any reali property, provided said activities do not take place between the hours of 
6:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. on weekdays, including Saturday, or at anytime on Sunday, 
or a federal holiday. 

(f) All mechanical devices, apparatus or equipment which are utilized for the 
protection or salvage of agricultural crops during periods of potential or actual frost 
damage or other adverse weather conditions. 

(g) Mobile noise sources associated with agricultural operations provided such 
operations do not take place between the hours of 6:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. on 
weekdays, including Saturday, or at any time on Sunday or a federal holiday. 

(h) Mobile noise sources associated with agricultural pest control through 
pesticide application provided that the application is made in accordance with 
restricted material permits issued by or regulations enforced by the Agricultural 
Commissioner. 

(i) Noise sources associated with the maintenance of real property provided said 
activities take place between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. 

(j) Any activity to the extent regulation thereof has been preempted by State or 
federal law. 

Sec. 8 Schools, Hospitals and Churches - Special Provisions. 

it shall be unlawful for any person to create any noise which causes the noise level 
at any schooi, hospital or church while the same is in use, to exceed the noise limits 
@8 specified in Section 5 prescribed for the assigned noise zone in which the school, 
hospital or church is located, or which noise level unreasonably interferes with the 
use of such institutions or which noise level unreasonably interferes with the use of 
Such institutions or which unreasonably disturbs or annoys patients in the hospital, 
provided conspicuous signs are displayed in three (3) separate locations within 
one-tenth (1/10) of a mile of the institution indicating the presence of a school, 
church, or hospita!. 

Sec. 9. Air Conditioning and Refrigeration - Special Provisions. 

Until January 19, 1979, the noise standards enumerated in Sections 5 and 6 shall 
be increased (8) dB(A) where the alleged offensive noise source is an air 
conditioning or igeration system or associated equipment which was installed 
Prior to the effective date of the Ordinance. 

Sec. 10. Noise Level Measurement. 

The location selected for measuring exterior noise levels shall be at any point on, 

the affected residential, commercial or industrial property. Interior noise 


measurements shall be made within the affected residential unit. The measurement 
shall be made at a point at least four (4) feet from the wall, ceiling or floor nearest the 
Noise source and may be made with the windows of the affected dwelling unit open. 
Sec. 11. Manner of Enforcement. 

The City’s authorized agent and his duly authorized representatives are directed 
to enforce the provisions of this Chapter. The City’s authorized agent and his duly 
authorized representatives are authorized, pursuant to Penal Code Section 836.5 to 
arrest any person without a warrant when they have reasonable cause to believe that 
such person has committed a misdemeanor in their presence. 

No person shall interfere with, oppose or resist any authorized person charged 
with enforcement of this Chapter while such person is engaged in the performance 
of his duty. 

Sec. 12. Variance Procedure. 

The owner or operator of a noise source which violates any of the provisions of this 
Chapter may file an application with the City's authorized agent for a variance from 
the provisions thereof wherein said owner or operator shall set forth all actions taken 
to comply with said provisions, the reasons why immediate compliance cannot be 
achieved a proposed method ef achieving compliance, and a proposed time schedule 
for its accomplishment.

An applicant for a variance shall remain subject to prosecution under the terms of 
this ordinance until a variance is granted. 

Sec. 13. Noise Variance Board. 

The Noise Variance Board shall evaluate all applications for variance trom the 
requirements of this Chapter and may grant said variance with respect to time for 
compliance, subject to such terms, conditions and requirements as it may deem 
reasonable to achieve maximum compliance with the provisions of this Chapter.

Any variance 
granted by said Board shall be by resolution and shal! be transmitted to the City’s 
authorized agent for enforcement. Any violation of the terms of said variance shall 
be unlawful. 

Sec. 14. Appeals. 

Within fifteen (15) calendar days following the decision of the Variance Board on 
an application, the applicant, the City's authorized agent, or any member of the City 
Council, may appeal the decision to the City Council, by filing a notice of appeal with 
the Secretary of the Variance Board. In the case of an appeal by the applicant for a 
variance, the notice of appeal shall be accompanied by a fee to be computed by the 
Secretary on the basis of the estimated cost of preparing the materials required to be 
forwarded to the City Council as discussed hereafter.

Sec. 15. Violations: Misdemeanors. 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Chapter shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Each day such violation is committed or permitted to continué 
shail constitute a separate offense and shall be punishable as such. The provisions 
of this Chapter shall not be construed as permitting conduct not prescribed herein 
and shall not affect the enforceability of any other applicable provisions of law.

The vandals in this 
town may not know it but 
they have the beginnings of 
artistic talent.
